Early today 87 persons had been 


recovered.

Throughout the hours of darkness 


as arc lights shed a pallid illumina- 
tion over a weeping, grief-stricken 
rrowd at the portal of-the mine res- 
cue workers brought forth the blast- 
charred victims of the tragedy. 


The only intimation of the disas- 
ter was a long tongue of smoke 
•which shot from the fans used to" 
ventilate the mines. 
The exact 


cause of the blast remained a mys- 
tery early today although officials ot 
the Kemmerer Coal company in a 
statement issued late yesterday de- 
clared a blown out shot was respon- 
sible for the detonation. 


Another theory is that a careening 
"trip car" jumping from the track on 
the 1,700-foot leyel where the explo- 
sion occurred had caused a spark 
winch ignited a cloud of dust or gas.

You recall Gavrio Prinzep, the boy-a.s.sa.ssin whose bullet 
started trouble between Austria and Serbia in 1914 anti 
thereby jirecipitated the World War. 
Prof. Stanoyevitch of University of Belgrade publi.shes a 
pamphlet iittributing leadership of the a.s.sassination plot to 
Dragutin Dimitriyevitch, lieutenant colonel and former ¡lead­ 
er ol the Serbian^ilitary party. 
; 
At the last rmnute he apparently changed his mind and 
tried to call off the a.s.sassination, but the situation had gotten 
^eyond his control. 
.

impending warfare between Austria-Hungary and Serbia 
(WMld be avoided "by killing Archduke Ferdinand. 
Dimitriyevitch was court-martialed and shot in 1917 in 
connection with another murder plot. He was about 30 years 
old when he departed this life. 


Prof. Stanoyevitch’.s pamphlet is historically important, 
for he had access to “inside information.’’ 
He seem.s sin­ 
cerely convinced that the Serbian government did not kntiw 
df the assassination plot. 
Many people will comment: “The war had been brewing 
for generations, so it cannot be traced to any act of any one 
individual.” 
However, is that true ? The Sociali.sts were close to gain­ 
ing the whip-hand in Europe when the war rushed them off 
their feet. 
And it is, at least, remotely possible that the 
war might have been avoided if a half-witted radical youth, 
spurred on by a moron militarist, hadn’t loaded his pistol and 
set off the fireworks. 
The world is making a terrible mistake if it inclines to 
attribute the great war to fate—that it was inevitable. 


Yes, things might have been different—tremendously dif- 
jferent—if the boy-assassin hadn’t cut loose with his pistoi. 
, 
It’s too late now, of course, to unscramble the eggs. But 
the pistol of Gavrio Prinzep should make us do a lot of seri­ 
óos thinking about the dangers of allowing pistols in general 
to get into the wrong hands. 
• 
There’s a campaign gaining headway to stop the sale of 
revolvers except under police permit, especially by the mail 
order route. Back that campaign. 
It would partly disarm 
the criminal. 
Hou.seholders could protect themselves with 
rifles or .sawed-off shotguns — which cannot be carried by 
crooks without detection. 
To stop murders by revolvers, take away the revolvers.

\ We live in an ocean of air, the same as fish live in an 
ocean of water. In the Air Ocean we are, to make a jovial 
compari.son, like lobsters crawling along the bottom of the 
water ocean.

The air we breathe is more vital in many ways than 
water we drink or food we eat. You can go weeks without 
food, days without water, before dying.

Close 
your mouth, pinch your nostrils tightly, and get the idea 
emphatically — what happens when your air supply is 
shut off. 
Few of us would knowingly eat tainted food or drink 
impure water. We take great pains, and go to considerable 
expense, to insure the purity of food and water. But when 
it comes to the equally or even more important life-need, air, 
most of us are careless, negligent. 
Impure air les.sens our powers of resisting disease. 
The air in the average city is impure to a frightful ex­ 
tent, containing disease germs and fragments of filth, glass, 
liibper ^(raa and similar destroyers of the delicate lung 
tissues. 
Most deadly of all is the poison gas generated by the 
millions of autos, a gas so deadly that it kills in a few min­ 
utes if a man starts his auto engine in a garage with the 
doors shut. 
Air in the natural state is pure. Man adds the impuri­ 
ties, most of them. When our lungs become weak, the doc­ 
tor sends us to the pure air of the mountains. 
Now, impure air of city life doesn’t start all into a decline 
by any means. But unquestionably all would have better 
health if we could do our breathing in the right place. 
The next best bet is to get as much fresh air as possible. ^

WOULD SAVE 
GERMAN CROPS 


Criticize Increase of Alcohol­ 
ism in Germany 


Berlin, Aufe. 16.—German 
profes­ 
sors of hygiene have criticized 
the 
increase of alcoholism in Germany in 
a memorial addressed to the various 
governments 
urging 
that 
further 
steps be taken to conserve the na­ 
tional foodstuffs now used in mak­ 
ing liquor, 
and to 
protect 
public 
health against the 
increasing 
con­ 
sumption of alcohol. 
. 
Doctor I. A. H. Setter, director of 
the Hygienic Institute of the Univer­ 
sity of Koenlgsberg, issued the mem­ 
orial on behalf of the Society of Ger­ 
man Professors of Hygiene. The do­ 
cument suggests an absolute prohi­ 
bition of the use of foodstuffs, es­ 
pecially grain, potatoes and sugar, in 
the manufacture of alcoholic liquors. 
"It cannot be contested,” thg mem­ 
oria! says, “that the 
production of 
alcohol deprives the German people 
of great quantities of foodstuffs. But 
it is not this fact alone which causes 
us to raise a voice of warning. 
We 
know by experience that malnutrition 
fosters alcoholism, and that, on the 
other hand, increasing^lcoholism has 
a double effect on underfed people. 
We therefore ask the government to 
control, with all means at ite dis­ 
posal, the increasing consumption of
